No. 108. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 (14 of 

1948), the Corporation hereby makes with the previous sanc- 
tion of the Central Government the following regulations 
further to amend the Damodar Valley Corporation Service 
Regulations, namely : — 

1.(1) These regulations may be called the Damodar Valley 
Corporation Service (37th Amendment) Regula- 
tions, 1978, 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

(3) In the Damodar Valley Corporation Service Regula- 
tions for regulation 80 the following regulation 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

"Regulation 80 — Maternity Leave . — Maternity 
leave on full pay may be granted to a female em- 
poyce for a period of 90 days from the date of its 
commencement in all cases. Such leave shall not 
be debited to the leave account. Maternity leave 
may be combined with leave of any other kind in- 
cluding commuled leave, upto a maximum of 60 
days, without the production of medical certificate”.
